I, Robert C. Hall, do hereby declare as follows: 

I am the attorney of record for the Applicant of the above-identified patent 
application. My registration number for the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office is 39,209, 
and my official place of business is located at 200 Middlefield Road, Suite 200, Menlo 
Park CA 94025. 



Paul Zorabedian is a co-inventor for the above-identified patent application 
and, at the time of invention, was an employee of Applicant, and was and is under 
contractual obligation to assign all rights in the invention of the above-identified patent 
application to the Applicant. A copy of Mr. Zorabedian's employment agreement with 
the Applicant has previously been made of record. 

On December 7, 2001, I telephoned Mr. Zorabedian at his place of work and 
identified myself as Applicant's attomey. During our conversation, I reminded Mr. 
Zorabedian that he was obligated, under his employment agreement with the Applicant, 
to review the above-identified patent application and to sign a Declaration as an inventor.
